Dr, Kobertsùtt Opens

Africa Week was officially opened yesterday at 4 pm as Dr. 
H. Rocke Robertson, Principal and Vice-Chanceilor of McGill, cut 
tlio red ribbon leading to the Exhibition of African Arts and Paint- 
ing in the Union Club Room. 



Addressitig-members of the'Afrir 
can Students: Association, Dr. Ro- 
bertson: remarked that it , was high- 
. ly significant that this, his second 
student program, was one spon- 
soredi|iby.< students from foreign 
natioiu^ 'The', whole world," Dr. 
Robertson pointed but, "Is inter- 
ested in Africa, and I am partic- 
ularly happy that we here at Mc- 
Gill have the opportunity of estab- 
lishing reiations with people from 
the emerging states of this great 
continent." 

The Club Room revealed a series 
of African musical instruments, 
dolls used for fertility rites, and 
various figures carved out of ivory. 
Dr. Robertson remarked that he 
was highly impressed with the mo- 
dernistic Congolese paintings, and 
found the^ African material as a 
whole, tremendously interesting. 

Evening Program 

As the first evening program of 
Africa Week,' Professor Ronald 
Cohen of McGill's Department of 
Sociology .and Anthropology, who 
recently -;ai)enti two i'years, in Nige- 
ria, disctissedf^ "Social Change in 
Modem Africa". 

In his talk, Cohen stressed that 
ho would speak of the two fun- 
damental facets of change in. Afri- 
ca today. According^:t6. him, the 
two factors of transition which 
have the. most effect on the man- 
-in-the-street are migrant labour, 
and urbanization. 

Cohen pointed out that in Afri- 
ca, of 12 million males between 
the age of 15 and 45, five million 
were away from home at all times 
^yorking in mines, on plantations 
or in industry. 

"There is a great deal of mixed 
feeling on this topic," he said. 
"Some Africans dislike these mi- 
grations intensely. Others feel that 
they are necessary to get ahead; 
that is to raise cash for the con- 
sumer goods that are now on the 
market" 

He declared that this migratory 
labour had a profound effect on 
the changing African scene. The 
number of split families, he point- 
ed out, is extremely large. 

"Since the migration is confined 
mostly to males, it tempers mar- 
riage alliances. The men tend to 
form temporary liaiions; the wo- 
men, stranded, turn to prostitu- 
tion. The problem of illegitimacy 



is isxtremely common, and in many 
towns at least one deserted child 
k iday is; picked up." ■ ' • 

Migratory labour, Cohen stated, 
also deeply affects .interradal re- 
lations. He explained rthat the mi- 
gratory laborer might leave , his 
job to go Visit -his family. This 
would result in the white factory 
owner's calling - him linreliablc. 
and thus, preferring to Ure white 
men in the future. 

Resentment 

However, the African who is on 
the other side, of the fence, Cohen 
illustrated, resents ' being looked 
down upon and thought incapable 
by his white boss. He said that one 
remedy for this was that with 
better educational facilities, the 
number of African employers was 
rising. These were naturally more 
understanding.;^,*^, - . 

Professor ; Cohen then went on 
to discuss 'Urbanization in -Africa; 
He pointed out that between'' 19S0-' 
1000, the rate of growthl'ofJ'African 
dUes Was from 5%'*%?^ 

Cohen explained that there was 
no one typical African city. "Down- 
town Dakar has the atmosphere 
of Paris' left-bank. In West Africa, 
the cities are more settled and per- 
manent. Tlic tumult, the seething

"Nuclear weapons are a fact of life. The United States has 
them; Russia has them; the rest don't really matter. No matter 
what the rest of the world does, they will keep their nuclear wea> 
pons." 



This was the key point- made by 
Robert Frinsky, National Leader 
of the Congress Toward Canadian 
Maturity, at an open, meeting of 
the party yesterday. Hie speech 
was part of this week's Model Par- 
liament campaign. 

"The only possible deterrent to 
a nuclear war is the possession of 
nuclear weapons by as many of our 
allies as possible," Prinsky con- 
tinued. "The more people that have 
them, the more afraid our enemies 
will be that one of them will press 
the button, and the less likely they 
arc to do so themselves." 

Prinsky charged that Canada 
had agreed more than ten years ago 
to provide;an^^division for the

Dr. A. L. Rowse analysed 
the uses and misuses of his* 
tory for political ends yester- 
day, 1n the first of tliis year's 
Sir . Edward Beatty Memorial 
Lectures. 

Dr. Rowse, a Fellow of Oxford 
and an eminent historian, com- 
mented that contemporary "ci- 
vilization" is much less secure 
than the world of the nineteenth 
century, so clearly dominated by 
British naval supremacy. In the 
twentieth, with its myriad pos-

sibllities resulting from scien- 
tific advances, a dear under- 
standing of historical forces is 
vital. 

There ore, he said, two basic 
principles of history, its use as 
a guide and model for political 
action, and the revelation of the 
truth of how things work or have 
worked. The two are often in 
tension, but subjectivity must 
win out. "If one goes to history 
to have one's prejudices con- 
firmed," Dr. Rowse said, "one 
vrill learu nothing." 

Examples 

The speaker noted several 
prominent examples of cases 
where a subjective historical ap- 
proach to a political problem 
was needed but not accepted by 
those responsible. He cited Chur- 
chill's pre-war urgings concern- 
ing German re-armament which, 
if heeded, would liavo avoided 
"the Unnecessary War". 

A similar willful ignorance, he 
asserted, was manifested by 
Roosevelt, who vetoed Churchill's 
planned intervention to forestall 
Russian ascendancy in the Bal- 
kans. The fault. Dr. Rowse sug- 
gested, lay in his distorted Ame- 
rican view of the history of 
British "Imperialism". 

Comparing the pre-war views 
of historians Trevelyan and Na- 
mier, he. stressed the fact that 
the latter, by birth a Gallician 
and a Jew. could envisage the 
potential brutality of Nazism. 
Trevelyan, essentially insular 
ond lacking the European view- 
point, followed the "National 
Government's" muddled policy. 

Hitler's genius," Dr. Rowse 



iscusses

stated, lay in his mastery of the 
propaganda lie and the distor- 
tion of history. Nevertliclcss, he 
noted, modern Germany has 
determined to ignore its recent 
history, exposing itself to the 
same weakness. ' 

Historical Truth 

The Soviet Union, Dr. Rowse 
said, considers historical (ruth 
to be determined by party po- 
licy, as seen by revision or 
elimination of the historical im- 
portance of Trotsky, Beria, and 
Stalin. He noted its similarity 
to the alteration of the past en- 
visaged by George Orwell, to 
render the present more attrac- 
tive, and to assert the infallibi- 
lity of the Party. 

A subjective historical inter- 
pretation- is extremely useful. 
Dr. Rowse stated, in planning 
today's policy towards newly- 
freed colonial nations. National- 
ism, the most important force in 
the world today, can be support- 
ed to Western advantage, since 
Communism is today's Imperial- 
ist power. 

Ignorance of history, said Dr. 
Rowse, led to the self-destruction 
of Hitler and Napoleon, and the 
futility of Worid War H. We are 
fortunate today to have leaders 
who, even if disagreeing, possess 
some understanding of history. 
Kennedy, he added, had proven 
himself a historical realist by 
-direct action In Cuba, which 
might otherwise have resulted 
in war. Historical realists, sug- 
gested Dr. Rowse, are the best 
leaders as well as the best mo- 
dels. 



useless without nuclear weapons," 
he claimed. 

Calling the BOMARC "a reason- 
ably effective anti aircraft missile," 
he denied that it is obsolete, claim- 
tag that "the ICBM will not be 
accurate enuueh to entirely re- 
place the manned bomber for ma- 
ny years." 

He also rejected the motion that 
acceptance of nuclear weapons 
would impede chances for disarm- 
ament. 'The warheads will be sup- 
plied by the U.S. Should the U.S. 
and Russia disarm they will no 
longer serve any useful purpose." 

Prinsky then went on to explain 
in detail the other points of his 
platform and the basic philosophy 
behind CTCM. 

"CTCM is the parly for indepen- 
dent political thinkers," he said. 
"This is our basic philosophy." 
He claimed that the funclion of 
Model Parliament is lo give stu- 
dents a chance "lo del)atc political 
issues Ihemselves, free of res- 
traint." lie charged that the na- 
tional parlies have failed lo ful- 
fill this function, by making Mo- 
del Parliament "a proving ground 
for the testing of political trial 
balloons." 

Ottawa Thinking 
Prinsky charged that that the 
opinions of the national parties 
on campus "had all been, handed 
down from above, as it were." Be- 
cause the campaigns of these par- 
tics, their platforms "reflect the 
thinking that has gone on in Ot- 
Uwa." 

This has resulted, he claimed, in 
the introduction of "nothing bills 
— ones which were so undebata- 
ble that no one could possibly say 
anything against them." It was be- 
cause of this that, the' Congress 
Toward Canadian Maturity entered 
the 1962 Model Parliament cam- 
paign.- 

Prinsky also condemned "the 
boycott of this meeting by the na- 
tional parties, except for some con- 
ference leaders." He also pointed 
out that the 1963 calendar provided 
on the other side of, the "five- 
point platform" distributed by the 
Progressive Conservative Party 
had air the American holidays in 
blue. "It was probably printed by 
the American Conservative Party," 
he said. ° '

McCarthyism On The Left ?

The RCMP revolations continue. The insidious red-coats 
have been smolced out of hiding at the University of British 
Columbia. According to Canadian University Press, in a report 
published In Friday's Daily: 

1 ) A fourth year arts student claims his parents and 
fric.-ic's were questioned about his political activities (obvious- 
ly, t;ic RCMP is using its sinister intelligence In contacting such 
ho:t:le informants); 

2) A meniber of the Nuclear Disarmament Club soys un- 
dercover officers attend club meetings (he noticed tha black, 
buttons seemed incongruous on the scarlet uniforms); 

3) A graduate student says his friends hove pointed out 
undercover RCMP officers ( the "friends" don't seem sufficiently 
convinîed to point the finger themselves; nevertheless, the story 
is more credible tlion if an undergraduate had said his gradua- 
te student friend had friends who know of RCMP agents— and 
this will probably be the next absurdity). 

It is somewhat disturbing that Canadian University Press 
and its member newspapers have been Irresponsible enough 
to spread this kind of nonsense. "Irresponslbllit/' Is usually the 
indignant charge student newspapers level at the popular 
press, but in this cose, the professional papers hove seemed 
al.-nost virtuous beside their college cousins. 

Whet exactly has been proved? It would appear that the 
RCMP has, in a few isolated incidents, been over-zealous in Us 

watch over Communists (and this Indelicacy Is rendered l oi 

what more culpable by the fact that It' Is not a legal crImèTIo' 
be a Communist in this couolry). 

But is that really worth the furor it has provoked? Despite 
all t!;e grumbling about witch-hunting, we hove certainly ad- 
vanced far from a climate of McCarthyism when such a mild 
peccadillo causes all the outrage it has. 

Indeed, , i t, is , obvious . that a sort of reverse McCarthyism 
has set^Inl^ Consider ^this '"paragraph from the CUP story, for 
example: 

"Almost all the students Ubyssey reporter Richard Simeon 
talked to during the survey said they hod heard rumors that 
RCMP officers were on campus masquerading as students and 
sitting in classes". - . 

How wickedl The students involved (how big are student 
newspaper surveys anyway?) may hove heard these damaging 
reports from their senile grandmothers, but phrased In this 
manner, it certainly appears to be an indictment. A curious 
assortment of newspaper editors, left-wing politicians and 
vogue liberals hove in recent weeks mode similar menacing 
but unspecific accusations in the manner of the late senator 
from Wisconsin so that now, in the popular Imagination at 
least,, the RCMP ride on broomsticks, not horses. 

It should not be forgotten that the accusers may (although, 
of course, not necessarily) be not altogether pure in their 
motivation. The newspaperman's instinct for a hot story Is not 
always compatible with his weaker sense of the public interest; 
opposition politicians ore not averse to embarrassing the gov- 
ernment; and the kind of unthinking liberals that predominate 
on most university campuses snatch at what they suspect to be 
Fascism w!th^th&).mixed;ifed^^^ of revulsion and relish of a 
Carrie Notion breakirig%'p%aloons. If there were no Fascists, It 
would be necessary to invent them. 

Even granting their altruism, however, liberals ore no 
more reliable judges of the RCMP than the RCMP Is of liberals. 
True, the RCMP has some official backing to enforce their 
wrong judgments, and there Is a whole arsenal of very fami- 
liar quotollohs warning of the dangers of thought control; but 
not one student has been shown to be adversely affected In 
job applications or personal life because of these alleged In- 
vestigations, while the effect of the yelps of protest has been 
to discredit a distinguished and legitimate governmental 
agency. 

'Perhaps it is time we gave our liberal conditioned reflexes 
a, rest, and worried more about what we soy and do rattier 
than what any misplaced Mountle might think of It. This epi- 
sode has shown that when a genuine challenge to our freedoms 
arises, there will be an abundance of vigilant protectors of 
themt-ond meanwhile, il faut''cultiver notre (ardln. ■> 



■ In a political system where tlie 
fundamcntaljiprlneiples of the 
political parties tièàiinot be dia- 
metrically opposed, it frequen- > 
tly becomes difficult to express 
subtle distinctions of policy In 
a black and while slogan that 
allows the people to distinguish 
readily between platforms. To 
accomplish this a Party must 
penetrate deeper into the realms 
of abstraction and generalization. 
For an extreme example one has 
to go no further than contem- 
porary politics in Quebec. 

We are well acquainted with 
such free hand expressions as 
"economic liberation", "the hour 
of last chance", and "blcultura- 
lism". ncccntly In an address 
to the University Model United 
Nations held at the University 
of Montreal, Mr. Daniel Jolin- 
son, leader of Her Majesty's 
Loyal Opposition in the Quebec 
Legislature, indulged in an ap- 
j$peiidix^to<[ouri^catch all" voca* 
^buliuryi^UtT^Jobnnn called for 
a "Constituent Assembly.^; com* 
posed of leaders of' busihéss, 
Industry, universities, finance 
and just about all wallcs of life" 
to draw up a new constitution 
based on the premise that "in 
Canada there are two different 
nations, each with an equal right 
to self • determination". When 
this has been accomplished, 
every one will live happily ever- 
after. "Then the era of mea- 
ningless' conflict will be replaced 
by an era of peace, harmony, 
and productive co-operation." 

Confused' Wills 

It is a point of debnte whether 
the will of the people is ascer- 
takiable by objective criteria. 
Certainly one could draw upon 
histody for examples of men 
who have confused their will 
to power with the people's will. 
Are wc now witnessbig a strug- 
gle for power preying on human 
emotion to the detriment of 
reason at any cost? Certainly 
the demagogue's bold promises 
revolve through our ears. What 
Is economic liberation ? What 
is it that restrains us? What 
relevancy cah the Constituent 
Assembly and the Estates Ge- 
neral of French Revolutionary 
days in the eighteenth century 
have except as a highly emotio- 
nal appeal to shield the basic 
economic, legal and social pro- 
blems which do not choose their 
resting place by reason of the 
language spoken? 

Whether French .of Engllsli, 
a person's language has real 
meaning to him by reason that it 
Is his means of communication 
with his fellows. Any appre- 
hended attack on his language 
is met by a highly emotional 
reaction. Realizing this our po- 
litical leaders have seized upon 
it for political capital phrasing 
every conceivable issiie in the 
volatile language of tlireat to 
the sovereignty of French Cana- 
da. What do all' these slogans 
mean, except to conceal the 
real complexity of the issues 
from the people to whose dis- 
service it will be in the long 
run after the politicians have 
gone. When Mr. Duplessis re- 
fused federal grants to univer- 
sities on the ground of protec- 
tion of provincial autonomy, it 
was clear that the universities 
suffered. When federal aid in 
tlic social- services is branded 



as a colourable attempt to en- 
croach on provincial jurisdiction 
it renders an objective approach 
to the real problem of carhig for 
the aged, the retired, and the 
unemployed difficult 

No Simple Out 

We cannot wipe the black- 
board of economic problems 
clean with the brush of "bicul- 
turalism". While it may serve 
to awaken others parts of Ca- 
nada to the contribution of 
French Canada, it can only cau- 
se hostility if used as a veiled 
threat. Unfortunately, because a 
nation is English speaking or 
French spcaicing is no guarantee 
that it will not be beset with 
unemployment, ' a deficiency of 
Investment capital, or inability 
to compete on the world marlcet 
against powerful trading blocs, 
pur real obstacles are the laws 
of j^stipply and demand, and the 
development of our natural re- 
sources. Investors arc not at- 
tracted to Quebec because of 
the variety of languages we 



speak. Avenues to places of in- 
fluence are not blocked to those 
who have ability. This is not 
to say that advancement may be 
difficult for a -French speaking 
Canadian with Ontario Hydro 
u it would be for an English 
■peaking Canadian with Quebec 
Hydro. 

In spite of what our political 
leaders would publicly have 
us believe, there arc numerous 
French and English speaking 
Qucbccers who respect and be- 
nefit from each otlier's culture. 
These routine day to day en- 
counters do not make the head- 
lines nor are they tlie stuff of 
which political speeches are ma- 
de. Yet they are the most power- 
ful force we may apply to the 
mutual understanding of the two 
cultures which daily suffers 
from the simplifications which 
are currently being bandied 
about. The political parties seem 
intent on reK)pening the wound 
so meticulously sewn together.' 
Let us hope that wiser counsels 
may yet prevaU.

ed the platform of his party on 
other issues. He called for the

Charging "administrative lazi- 
ness' as the cause of Canada's lack 
of a national anthem and flag, 
Prinsky called for recognition of 
0 Canada as a 'bilingual national 
anthem and the convocation of a 
committee of Parliament to select
